Lines of people were waiting even before the stores opened the 
morning of 1 Juno to buy goods at the newly lowered prlceg, 

in tht» first 3 hburfl of sale tho 0? clothing outlot on HyhorriOlca 
Street In Prague took in more than a half million orowna. Great interest 
was shown ih bicycles, but the greatest demand was for shoes, which In 
many oases cost one third less than before. 

The Blla Labut department store had 50,000 customers, three t^mes as 
many as usual. The store took In 35 percent more than usual,

The turnover of shoes was ^00 percent greater than In the previous 
week. In ready-made clothing the turnover was 136 percent of the previous 
week’s, and sales of yard goods Increased by T60 percent. 

Only one or two oarnsras are usually sold dally in the Blla labut. On 
1 June, lU were sold. Thirty- nine bicycles were sold, as against 6 to 12 
per dry before prices were lowered. 

The sale went smoothly, and there were no long lines. This is a good 
sign, since it Indicates that customers realize that If they do not get 
tliolr goods today they will be able to buy them tomorrow.
